Press)—The frst Americans to win
the new American medals for bravery
in action probably: will be men who
participated in Friday's successful
fight with tHe® Germans in the Toul
sector. Among them undoubtedly
will be some if not all, of the men who
were decorated yesterday by Premier
Clemenceau. _

none will ba honored especially for
simply doing his duty.

The entire Ameriean expeditionary
force is walting to see who among
them will be the first to get the new
war medal.

A German machine gun in perfect
econdition may be sent fo Washington
as tha first American war trophy. It
‘was among the mass of material
dropped hastily by the enemy when
he retired from his ineffectual attack
on the American lines last weak. The
wagpon, with severa]l belts of ammu-
nition, now is in possession of Intelli-
gence officers '

“DRY” CHAIRMAN
MAKES ISSUE A
MEASURE OF WAR

Chicago, - March 5—A demand for
immediate, npatipn-wide prohibition
i8S A War measure was made by Vir-
gll G. Hinshaw, chairman of the FPro-
hibition national convention, in an
address opening the 13th national
convention of that party today. More
than 1,000 delegates from all parts
of the couniry were present. Mr.
Hinshaw said:

“We want prohibition for the per-
fod of the war_ but we also want it
permanently, We want it in the na-
tional constitution. Already seven
stutes have ratifled the prohibition
amendment, Mississippl, Montana,
Kentucky, Virginia, South Carolina,
North Daketa, Maryland, two wet and
five dry. We will take it for granted
that all dry states will ratify. In that
event we.must win seven more wet
states. The wet states which we be-
lleve we can win, In faect almost. are
certain of winning, are Nevada,
Wyoming, Florida, Ohio, Minnesota,
Misgouri and Texas, That makes
geven. There are others we should
win, namely California, Wisconsin,
Delaware, New Jersey and Vermont;
that makes five more. Even New
York, Massachusetts, Connecticut and
Louisiana are by no means hopeless.

“Hut T repeat once more the issue
Is not ecan we secure ratifieation of
the prohibition constitutional amend-
ment. The issue Is will we dp it
within 12 months or will we allow the
matter to be deferred for three or
five or seven years. 1 do not need
to !mpress upon your mind that the
issue iz overwhelming. The differ-
ence between national prohibition In
12 months nnd three years means &
waste of at least $12,000,000,000.
Alss it will mean the loss of a couple
of hundred thousand lives. It will
mean a decrease in the coal output of
15 per cent.” It will mean the wasts
of enough grain to feed an army of

5,000,000 soldiers. The difference
between mnational prohibition 13
months from now and® thres years

from now might mean the loss of the
conflict between the Allles and Ger-
many.

“Germany has gone s0 far as to
prohibit the use of grain for the man-
ufacture of ‘beer. That is the greatest
single attack she could have made
against .the armies of the Allies. Let
s make a counter attack by securing
waf prohibltion within 90 days and
national constitutional prohibition
within 12 months.

“We also have met here to declde
among ‘other things what shall be our
relations henceforth to the organiza-
tion-known as the Natlonal party. The
question, I belleve, with us Prohibi-
tionists Is. wlill a complete merger aid
vy in mcﬁrins morz tmmedlately and
permanently our original object, na-
tional prohibition? The complete
merger might mean a more powerful
political party organization. That is
not the sols thing for us to seek. We
warnt the organization to be npowerful
for the execution of our main pur-
pose.”

U. S, ALLIANCE

Washington, March 5 — Discussing
reporis of possible action by Japan in
Siberia, Senator Lewis of Illinois,
Democratic whip, in the Senate today
declared there was no agreement or
understanding between the United
States and Japan on the subject.
“There = no alliance between the
United States and Japan of any kind
whatever," said Benator Lewis,
“qhere is no compact between the
Cnited States and Japan of any na-
ture whatsoover, contracting on our
part as to Siberia or Russia, nor al-
lowing privileges In the Philippines
or Mexico not enjoved by any other
friendly people.
